‘‘Frame-Up Seen 
By Strikers In 
“Dynamite” Plot 


STRIKE-BREAKING MOVE 
SEEN IN MODESTO 
ARRESTS 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 26.— 
Recognizing the danger of the 
latest, police invented “dynamite 
plot” being used to break the 
present tanker strike, the joint 
tankers’ strike committee has issu- 
ed a statement signed by tis 
chairman, M. R. Rathbone, con- 
demning the incident as a frame- 
up. The statement declared: 

“The Modesto case is manifest- 
ly an attempt on the part of the 
oil companies to discredit the 
striking unions in the eyes of the 
public. The strike, so far, has 
been conducted on such a_ high 
plane that the companies, them- 
selves, have had to instigate dis- 
credifing movements of the type 
illustrated in the Modesto case.” 
# Eleven Arrested. 

Eleven men were arrested Sun- 
day, April 21, in Stanislaus Coun- 
ty, and, according to the officers 
had a quantity of dynamite in 
their cars. One of the eleven has 
been sent to Portland to stand 
trial on vandalism charges there. 
9 are held on $20,000 bail, and one 
has “disappeared” in the custody 
of officers from the northern part 
of the state, according to Modesto 
officials. James Scrudder, the one 
who disappeared, is tumored to

With the bail for the eight work 
ers convicted of conspiracy tc 
commit Criminal Syndicalism abs. 
olutely refused by Judge Da’. 
Lemmon, the eight are to be mov 
ed from: Sacramento County jai’ 
to San Quentin today or tomor- 
row where they will begin serv- 
ing time pending decision on their 
appeal. 

This move, decided on by the 
defendants when a writ of habeas 
corpus was denied them, and set- 
ting of bail for them was again 
refused, means that what time 
they put in would count on their 
sentences. In the county jail it 
would not. Such is the red tape 
of the capitalist courts that an 
appeal for working-class prisoners 
is never immediately acted upon. 


To carry their appeal to the 
District Court and on to the 
Supreme Court if necessary, funds 
are badly needed. Not less than 
$10,000 will be required for the 
transcript of the sixteen weeks’ 
trial and the other necessary 
court fees.

MOSCOW, Nov. 28th. 
Dear Comrade: 
Without preliminaries, I'll take 


up the story where’ I left off. Even 
without knowing Russian, I have 
enjoyed hugely thre two visits 1 
have made to the theatre in Mos- 
‘ow. About three weeks ago, while 
I was still at the hotel, a young 
German stage director whom J 
met on the boat invited me to 
sce a production of Shakespeare's 
Twelfth Night at the Second Art 
theatre. 

We arrived just in the nick of 
time. In the Soviet Union late: 
comers aren’t admitted to the aw 
ditorium while the play is in prog: 


ress. The doors are closed when | 
the footlights go on, and nof 
amount of persuasion will induce | 


the. porter to let you through un- 
til the end of the scene. 

Our seats were in the second 
box from the stage. Imagine such 
a box at the presentation of a 
Shakespeare play in Hollywood, 
full of glittering evening-gowned 
Crawfords and Pickfords. But 
such a play here isn’t a rare so- 
cial event. Shakespeare is staged 
nearly the year, around. And this 
box was filléd with “average citi 
zens'l in sweaters, unpressed suits 
and simple dresses. They sat, eager 
lv and completely attentive, on 
the edge of their chairs. 
should have, for only on a rare 
day could they have seen such a 
play anywhere outside of Russia.
